debate—they are useful only when 
measured and checked by common 
sense. 


Humanity 
has j u s t

ience, which points lo a quick and 
easy solution of a problem that 
has baffled men for ages. 


I am reminded of this as I look 
over a piece of printing which rein- 
troduces to the public the statis- 
jtical argument behind the Town- 
send Plan for the relief of the

afflicted. 
The 
argu- 
|ment.goes like this: 


"The bill, H. R, 16, would levy 


a gross, income .tax on all gross 
income, both individual and cor- 
porate,'the first $100 being .exempt. 
This tax would be collected the 
first month. It is estimated 
to 


yield about 1%. billion dollars . . . 
That would be repeated 12 times 
in a year and at the end of the 
year the money would all be back' 
where it started. The government 
isn't short a dollar; no one has 
TMt a dollar; but the old and the 
-lependent have been taken care 
of anoT everybody has been pros- 
perous because 'of the turnover of 


I the extra money put into circula- 
tion." 


That's the statistical argument. ! 
But what is humanity's opera- i 
ting experience, and the judgment' 
of common sense? It is this: Any 
scheme 
that proposes to 
solve 


a hard social problem by vastly 
increasing the amount of money in 
circulation is as unworkable as 
•'f blood-brother—the idea of a 
. -rpetual-motion machine. For the 
facts 
are: When 
you 
inflate 
imoney you raise the cost of liv- 
ing — and for every dollar 
the

and afflicted it would take ten 
dollars 
off the bread-and-butter 
money of the able-bodied. 
This isn't common sense. 
The efficient way to take care 


of society's obligation to the help- 
less is Ihrough the conventional 
channels 
of taxation: 
Vote an 


appropriation and tax bill, 
and 
*akc disbursements in the regular 
manner.

And if conventional relief bills 
meet opposition it is merely a true 
index to how the nation is feeling 
at the moment—a feeling which 
can't be side-stepped by dream- 
ing up some impossible statistical 
jargon with the hope of persuad- 
ing the people it wouldn't cost

Mr. Lewis probably finds satis- 


faction in the fact that the govern- 
(Sr'ient was afraid to put him in 
pail —as Judge Goldsborough want-

.out again. It should give him a 
pleasant feeling of superiority as 
he plans his moves for the next 
round of the battle between- John 
L. Lewis and the people and gov- 
ernment of the Unitad States. 


The motive behind these Lewis 


maneuvers is puzzling. Why does 
he ask more and more millions 
for his welfare fund, more money 
for less work, higher vacation 
(gay, and other benefits? It is be- 
cause he wants to make the miners 
among 
the 
country's 
best-paid 


workers? Or does he make these 
increasing demands, which 
the 


operators find increasingly 
hard 


to meet, only to afford him an 
excuse 
for 
disagreement 
and 
strike? 


The first answer would be the 


logical one. But Mr. Lewis is not 
exactly a logical man. 


He walked (out of'the CIO once 


and the-AFL twice, because he is 
J?ie sort who, if he can't be top 
rnan, won't play. His prestige has 
taken some damaging blows, from 
fellow unionists, from the govern- 
ment, from the dislike of so many 
of his exasperated 
countrymen. 


All this seems to have left him 
obsessed with a desire for venge- 
ance. 


And vengeance is his, so long 


as he controls the United Mine 
Workers. He has lifted their liv- 
ing standards and reduced 
the 


hazards of their calling tremen- 
ijously. As long as the 
benefits 
weep coming in, they will undoubt- 
ly 
continue to 
jump through 


the hoop' to satisfy their -leader's 
whim.

Heavy firing flared in Jerusalem 
ast night and early this morning 
but was replaced by an uneasy 
quiet when daylight came.

was heavy fighting on the

City's approaches to the west and 
south as the British drove out to 
he north. 


To the west, Jews and 
Arabs 
were locked in battle on the lifeline 
road to Tel Aviv. Arabs reported 
hey evacuated 4,500 civilians from 
the village of Beit 
Mahsir, 
two 
miles southeast of Bab El Wad, 
the main battle site 12 miles west 
of Jerusalem.

The Story of How a Filler 
Brush Man Doesn't Have to 
Ring Doorbells Any More

New York, May 12 — (/P)— ''If 


you push enough doorbells, you'll 
sell enough brushes." 


That is the simple sales formula 


on which Alfred C. Fuller, the orig- 
inal Fuller brush man, has built a 
gigantic house-to-house business 
Fuller, now 63, started in 
the 


basement 
of 
his 
sister-in-law's 


house in 1905. He made the brushes 
on a $15 second-hand machine in 
Ihe afternoon and evening, peddled 
them the next morning. 


He does't have to push door- 


bells himself anymore. He's so 
wealthy he doesn't even have to 
answer the door himself when a 
Fuller brush man rings his door- 
bell to try to sell him a brush. 


But this year some 7,000 Fuller 


brush men across the nation will 
push approximately 43,750,000 door- 
bells to 
sell 
housewives nearly 


$30,000,000 worth of brushes. 


Today the Fuller brush man has 


become a familiar figure on 
the 


American doorstep. 
.Red 
Skelton 


has just made a movie about him 
and the Saturday Evening 
Post 


featured him this week in a one 
of its "Men At Work" series. 


What's he 
like 
this door-to- 
door salesman who has taken the 
place of the oldtimc itinerant ped 
dler and knocks more often than 
the postman? 


The 
brush 
company 
recently 


polled some of its 7,000 dealers and 
came up with this picture: 


The average Fuller brush man 


is 40 years old, has a high school 
education, sets 
his 
own 
hours, 


earns $70 a week. He has been mar- 
ried 12 1-2 years, has a boy and a 
girl, owners a 5 1-2 room house ana 
a lowpnccd car 7 1-2 years 
old 


with 52,500 miles on the spcedom 
eter. 


He OUTIS two radios, has been 


selling brushes for four years. His 
favorite hobbies are fishing, gar- 
dening and hunting, but he may 
.collect seashells 
or

a get-away-from-it-all feeling.

He then 
has 135 items to sell from nail 
brushes to furniture polish. 


In one out of 25 cases the Fuller 


.brush man isn't a man at all. He's 
|a'Fuller brush lady. The percent- 
age of women salesmen rose dur- 
ing the war. 


Strange things happen to the Ful- 


ler brush man. lie has helped de- 
liver babies, rushed stricken peo- 
ple to hospitals. One saved a child 
strangling on a coin by upending | 
the baby and slapping her bottom 
until the coin dropped out. 
One 


was picked up by

policeman 


looking for a robbery suspect. The 
Fuller brush man sold the cop a 
clothes brush. 


The Fuller brush man can't bris 


tie when a door slams in his face, 
has to try, try again. 


"One superintendent told me I 


could never get into his building

Many Fuller brush men go on to

doesn't mention much is Landon 
D. Kellogg of Westfield, Mass. He 
begun pushing doorbells for Fuller 
in 1922. Two years later he began 
manufacturing 
brushes 
himself. 


Lmilt the business to a $3,000,000 
annual volume by 1946. 


Kellogg sold out three months 


ago and retired at 48. He has a 
private plane and an estate in Flor- 
ida.

Would Let

In between this and the'"black 
list" of war potential goods is a, 
"gray" category which the' new 
policy would affect. Sawyer and 
Defense Secretary James Forres- 
tal, it was understood, are draft- 
ing a gray list of industrial goods 
which might be licensed for ship- 
ment to the Soviet sphere 
coun- 
tries, 
. 


Forrestal can veto any. commod- 


ity which he thinks will help those 
countries build up military might. 
Other government agencies, includ- 
ing the State Department and the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
also 
have a voice in deciding what goes 
on the "black list" of war 
po- 
tential. 


Sources close to Sawyer said the 
Gray list will 
probably include 


limited amounts 
of 
automobiles, 
parts and tires, and some 
ma-

brotherhoods 
wanted more than just a flat in- 
crease of $3 a day lor every mem- 
ber ot their unions. 


They also wanted 23 changes in 


the rules, or working 
conditions 


meaning extra pay 
for 
certain 


kinds of work. (Those special situa- 
tions are called rules.) 


in this dispute the three brother- 
hoods originally had asked for 44 
rules changes but eut this number 
to 23. The railroads themselves 
wanted 2o changes in the rules but 
cut ihe number to 13. 


In addition to the straight raise 


of $3 a day, here are some of the 
things the unions asked lor: 


On short passenger (comm'uter) 
runs that go less-than 60 miles and 
turn around, the unions asked for 
overtime after six hours of work 
within each eight-hour period. Over- 
time now is paid after eight hours 
within each ten-hour period. And— 


Time and a half pay—instead of 
straight 
pay— for 
Sundays 
and 
seven holidays a year. And — 


The railroad should pay for clean- 
ing and repairing watches of em- 
ployes who have to use them. 


Those are just some of the rules 


changes demanded by the unions 


But didn't the other 10 brother- 


hoods, which settled for 15 1-2 cents 
an hour more in pay, want rules 
changes, too? 


Yes. Some they worked out with 


the railroads. Others they agreed 
to keep on talking about to try to 
reach an agremcent.

Would Curb 
U. S. Reds 


Washington, May 11 —(ff>)— 
The 


Communist party of the 
United 


States was formally accused to- 
day of advocating "the overthrow 
of our government by force and 
violence.". 


The House Committee on 
un- 
American activities made the ac- 
cusation and called upon the exe- 
cutive branch of the government 
for "vigorous enforcement" of ex- 
isting laws to curb Communist ac- 
tivities. 


"What the Chinese or Greek Com- 


munists are doing today is what 
the American Communists plan to 
do tomorrow," the committee de- 
clared. 


In a IGO-page report distributed 


to members of the House, the com- 
mittee said it has voluminous evi- 
dence that: 


"1. The teachings of Marx, En- 


gels, Lenin, and Stalin constitute 
the credo of the Communist party, 
U.S.A.—in fact of the Communist 
movement throughout the world. 
The doctrine of forceful and vio- 
lent overthrow of anti-Communist 
governments is a basic premise 
of these teachings. 


"2. The model party of the Amer- 
ican Communist is the Communist 
party of the Soviet Union, whose 
Lextbook for American Communists 
on the practice^ of force and vio-

"5. 'J./1C Communist party, U.S.A. 


has encouraged, supported, and de- 
fended, wulioui a single deviation, 
the ruthless measures of foreign 
Commumsi parties to 
overthrow 


their legally constituted 
govern- 


ments by iurcc and violence, fn 
other words, 
what 
the Chinese 


or Greek communists arc doing 
today is what the American Com- 
munists plan to do tomorrow under 
similar circumstances. 


"6. While the United States Su- 


preme Court has not 
yet made 
a judicial determination 
on the 


question, numerous lower federal 
courts, have, with unusual consis- 
tency, handed down decisions hich 
characterized the Communist party 
U. S. A., as an advocate ot over- 
throwing our government by force 
and violence." 


The committee said the threat 


to national security by the "con- 
tinued, almost unrestricted' opera- 
tion of such a movement within 
our own borders should be obvious 
to everyone." 


It said countries already, subju- 


gated by Communists constitute "a 
oridgehead from which e forccble 
and violent attacks en be launchc 
against the United States either 
directly or in cooperation with the 
American Communists." 


Pointing to the recent bloody 


uprising in Bogota, the committee 
said "we cannot continue to blind 
oui selves to the 
menace 
of Our 


own Communists who form a great- 
er proportion of our 
population 


ilian tht Colombian Communists 
in the CoLomoion populaion." 


It said the administration has 


failed to "appreciate and under- 
stand the potentialities of Commu- 
nists agents within our nation."
